JEFFERSON CITY, July 14— 
Division 1 of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, comprising four of 
the court's seven members, today 
upheld the St. Louis Police 
Board's rule against membership 
of policemen in the AFL police- 
men’s union. 

The judges, however, ordered 
the case transferred to the court 
en banc, where all seven judges 
will sit on it and render a final 
judgment. The pfesent judgment, 
meanwhile, is not final. 

The opinion, written by Com- 
missioner 8S. P. Dalton, was con- 
curred in by two members of the 
court, Judges Laurance M. Hyde 
and Roscoe P. Conkling, as to its 
text, and by Judges Albert M. 
Clark and James M. Douglas as 
to its result. - 

The four judges, who thus up- 
held the Police Board's action in 
prohibiting police membership in 
the union, constitute a majority 
of the court en banc, which will 
make the final decision. The 


opinion of Division 1 will be ‘be-’ 


fore the court en banc for its ap- 
proval or dissent. 

Court officials said the hearing 
by the court en banc would proba- 
bly take place at the September 
term. 

In its opinion, Division 1 of the 
court holds that the rule of the 
Police Board against union mem- 
bership did not violate the 
Board’s constitutional powers. 

“Enforcement of the rule,” the 
opinion stated, “would not invade 
constitutional rights. The rule was 
not invalid or void as. to the 
(police) appellants and those on 
behalf of whom suit was brought. 
The appellants (police) are sub- 
ject to disciplinary action there- 
under.” 


Division 1's opinion said that 
Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius, 
before whom the policemen’s in- 
junction suit was brought in St. 
Louis Circuit Court, should have 
declared the law in the case, as 
now interpreted by the court. In- 
stead, he disclaimed jurisidction 
and sustained a motion of the Po- 
lice Board's counsel for dismissal. 

Clause of Constitution. 

As to the contention of the po- 
lice union's attorneys that the po- 
licemen had the right of collective 
bargaining under the 1945 state 
constitution, the opinion said the 
provision did not apply. |

PERISH IN FIRE 
SET BY MOTHER 


Boy Also Seriously 
Burned in Gasoline- 
Sprayed Farm Home 
Near Salem, Mo. 


Lawrence Dunlap, Dent county 
farmer, died today at Deaconess 
Hospital of burns suffered last 
night in a fire in which his three 


small daughters were burned to 
death. 

Dunlap’s wife, Mrs. Meryle Dun- 
lap, lit the fire after throwing gas- 
oline on the family as they slept 
in their farmhouse near Salem, 
Mo., Sheriff Floyd Nash said. 

The Dunlap’s fourth child, Don- 
ald, 7 years old, is in serious con- 
dition at Deaconess Hospital, but 
probably will live, physicians said. 
The dead children are Maryland 
Ruth, 6 years old; Betty Lou, 4, 
and Barbara Sue, 2 

Sheriff Nasn said Dr. M. M. 
Hart, Salem physician, had been 
treating Mrs. Dunlap, an expec- 
tant mother, for a mental illness 
for some time and that six weeks 
ago Dr. Hart had warned Dunlap 
that his wife was “dangerous.” : 

Woman Held in Jail. 

Mrs. Dunlap, who suffered only 
superficial burns of her arms and 
back, is being held at Dent coun- 
ty jail pending a coroner’s in- 
quest, She gave no reason for her 
action except that “something told 
me to do it,” the sheriff said. 

She told the sheriff that she 
had decided to “go with the rest” 
after she had ignited the gasoline, 
but then changed her mind, she 
said, 

Before he died, Dunlap, whose 
father, Arthur Dunlap, lives at

have forced the State Finance 
Commissioner to issue a_ state 
license under the old law. This 
means that 8 per cent now is the 
legal limit of interest rates on all 
loans in Missouri. 
8 Per Cent Limit, 

Since exceptions to the general 
interest-rate law will not be per- 
mitted, all lending agencies must 
Operate under statutes establish- 
ing an 8 per cent limit. Although 
the Attorney General had held 
that interest rates higher than 
this have been illegal since July 
1, 1946, enforcement of this ruling 
has been withheld pending a court 
decision. The way now is open 
for enforcement of the 8 per cent 
ceiling. 

The Household Finance suit 
contended that since no new 
small-loan law had been passed 
and signed by the Governor the 
old law remained in force, except 
for provisions restricting the priv- 
ilege of charging 36 per cent to 
small-loan firms. In other words, 
it was contended that all lending 
agencies should be allowed to 
charge up to the 36 per cent rate. 

Validity of. Section 44, Article 
3, of the new Constitution also 
wag attacked by the Household 
Finance suit as being in violation 
of federal constitutional prohibi- 
tions of confiscation of property 
without due process of law. . 

No Group or Class Laws. 

That section states, in part, that 
“no law shall be valid fixing rates 
of interest for the loan or use of 
money ‘ for any particular 
group or class engaged in lending 
money. The rates of interest 
fixed by law shall be applicable 
generally and to all lenders with- 
out regard to the type or classi- 
fication of their business.” 

The court held that the old law 
was in conflict with this section 
of the Constitution because it “pur- 
ports to set up a favored group or 
class of licensed lenders (charg- 
ing) higher rates than are avail- 
able to lenders who cannot or do 
not procure a license and engage 
in the small loan business.”

A majority of the city’s 27 alder- 
men told the Post-Dispatch today 
they favored a special] aldermanic 
session to enact rent control legis- 
lation, provided the City Coun- 
selor’s office finds such legislation 
would be constitutional. ; 
The aldermen were questioned 
after Alderman Alfred L Harris, 
Twenty-second Ward, wrote an ap- 
peal to Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
asking for the special session as a 
means “to alleviate the crisis now 
existing.” , 

City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
ler said he would report to the 
Mayor today on a study to de- 
termine whether local legislation 
should be adopted to protect rent- 
ers from gouging landlords and 
to plug loopholes in the federal 
rent control law which became ef- 
fective July 1. The study was 
ordered last week by the Mayor, 
who gave Stemmler an outline of 
proposed New York City rent con- 
trol legislation, 

Seventeen aldermen said they 
favored a special session, most of 
them with the reservation that 
the counselor should rule first on 
legali@ of rent control action.

Wanted by: Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Belgium. 

British Maj. C. V. J. Lewis, cen- 
tral registry chief, says Hitler is 
still listed as “wanted” because 
the bureaf “has not been official- 
ly told he is dead.” 

Only three countries are listed 
as wanting Hitler because “there 
just wasn’t space to list them all,” 
Lewis said. 


GAEL SULLIVAN FINED $100,

Rhode Island Charge Against

New U.S. Submarines to Be Ready 


Fastest in World 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (UP)— 
The Navy disclosed yesterday that 
its two new experimental subma- 


rines—the world’s fastest under- 
seas combat craft—will be com- 
pleted in 1951 and will be radi- 
cally different from those that 
sank two-thirds of Japan’s mer- 
chant fleet in World War II. 
Congress appropriated $33,000,000 
for the vessels and incidental ex- | 
perimental work. They will in- 
corporate secrets known only to 
the United States Navy, plus se- 
crets captured from the German 
and the Japanese during the war. 
They will be named after’ the 
war-time submersibles Tang and 
Trigger.

WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, said today President Tru- 
man and leaders of the Repub- 
lican Congress have agreed that 
no special session of Congress 
need be held this fall. 

After a conference of the con- 
gressional “Big Six” with Truman, 
Vandenberg told reporters: 


1. Truman gave his personal 
assurance he would not hold up 
his tax reduction bill veto mes- 
gage, in order “not to interfere 
in any way with the adjourn- 
ment schedule” of Congress on 
July 26. 

2. The group agreed it would 
be “all but impossible” to get 
legislation this session admitting 
some 400,000 of Europe's dis 
placed persons to the United 
States as Truman has requested. 

3. If a plan for European re- 
construction emerges from the 
current Paris conference on the 
Marshall plan the Senate For 
eign Relations Committee, head- 
ed by Vandenberg, “may be 
called back late in the year.” 
The committee would be expect- 

ed to develop legislation in readi- 
ness for quick congressional ac- 
tion when Congress reassembles 
in January, Vandenberg said. 

Vandenberg said President Tru- 
man confirmed the statement 
made by Senator Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky, Saturday night that 
Truman would not hold his tax 
bill message the full 10 days al- 
lowed after passage of the meas- 
wre expected shortly in the Sen- 
ate. 

If he did so, congressional lead- 
ers have pointed out, it might be 
impossible to obtain a vote to 
override or sustain the veto with- 
out extending the congressional 
term. The President is given 10 
days to consider a bill before act- 
ing on it. 

“We also discussed the possi- 
bility of an extra session this 
fall,” Vandenberg reported. “It 
Was our view that no such session 
is contemplated, although of 
course the President would have 
to reserve the right to meet an 
unexpected necessity.” 

Vandenberg said Truman told 
the group of his appreciation of 
the usefulness of the frequent con- 
ferences with Senate and House 
leaders. The group included top 
lawmakers of both parties, 


“Mr, Truman pointed out that 
20 of the 26 priority requests made 
of us in connection with legisla- 
tion already have been fully met, 
with at least one more on the 
way,” Vandenberg said. 

The Senator observed that he 
did not know which measure the 
President meant was “on the 
way,” but said it might have been 
the proposal to boost the national 
minimum wage from 40 to 60 cents 
an hour, a program which the Re- 
publican leadership is now push- 
ing. 

“The President brought up the 
urgency of the problem of dis- 
placed persons,” Vandenberg went 
on. “It was mutually agreed that 
this is a situation which requires 
constant attention by Congress, 
but it was mutually recognized 
that there are extreme legislative 
difficulties making conclusive ac- 
tion this session al] but impossible.

(UP)—I own. a factory making 
plaster ornaments in San Juan, 
but I have lived in New York in 
the Bronx. ‘The housing shortage 
made me decide to take my family 
to Puerto Rico to live. 

I was sitting toward the front 
of the plane, holffing my little boy 
Jose, 3 years old, in my lap. Sud- 
denly the noise of the motors 
stopped. 


Most of the passengers were 
asleep, but some of them woke 
up when the motors stopped. It 
was very silent for an instant. 
I grabbed my little boy and then 
the crash came. I was out for 
a few seconds. 

My little boy was crying 
“Father, father.” Not crying with 
tears, crying in a loud voice. 


I took him out of the plane 
through a big hole in the side 


for my wife, Pura. She had both 
legs broken, but I dragged her 
out on the ground, 

Then I went back again for my 
little nephew, named Jose too, 
only. 15 months old. But I could 
find only the top half of his 
body. 

Outside people were screaming 

and praying and crying out. The 
ground outside the plane was dry 
in places and I laid my wife 
I covered her up’.with some 
clothes from the luggage. 
After the crash about half the 
people were outside the plane and 
half were inside, until some of 
them got out and dragged more. 
There were pieces of people scat- 
tered all along the path of the 
plane for 200 yards or so. 


I wag too weak to help: any 
others come out of the wreckage.

U. S. Prosecution Asks 
Death Sentences for All 
23 Defendants in Final 
Summation. 


NUERNBERG, July 14 (UP)— 
Stern retribution for 23 Nazi doc- 
tors and scientists who experi- 
mented on concentration camp in- 
mates was demanded today in the 
closing phase of their war crimes 
trial, 

The prosecution in a final sum- 
mation wound up its case against 
the Nazis, including one woman, 
who had been on trial eight 
months before an American 
tribunal, 

Prosecutor James M. McHaney, 
Little Rock, Ark., told the court: 

“These defendants with their 
eyes open used the’oppressed and 
persecuted victims of the Nazi 
regime to wring from their 
wretched and unwilling bodies a 
drop of scientific information at 
the cost of death, torture, mutila- 
tion and permanent disabilty. 

“For these crimes justice de- 
mands stern retribution.” 

McHaney said at least seven of 
the defendants were responsible 
leaders “who not only knew of the 
systematic and criminal use of 
concentration camp inmates for 
the murderous medical experi- 
ments, but also actively partici- 
pated in such crimes.”

The conference also decided yes- 
terday that its report on Europe’s 
needs and resources should be 
ready for submission to the 
American Government by Sept. 1 
and agreed that the recovery 
program should be set up on a 
four-year basis. 

In deciding that all nations at- 
tending the Paris sessions should 
be represented on the steering 
committee, the conference voted 
that places should be reserved 
for “all other European states 
which declare themselves willing 
to participate in its work.” 

The Moscow press scoffed at 
the use of the word “European” 
in connection with the conference, 
asserted that of the participating 
nations “only half fought against 
Hitlerite Germany.” 

Relations With U.N. 

On a motion by Sweden, the 
rules committee inserted a clause 
providing that the new economic 
organization should maintain 
“close relations” with the United 
Nations and its specialized 
branches as well as with existing 
inter-governmental organizations. 

Two other changes written into 
the conference rules provided 
that the organization to supervise 
recovery be a temporary one, and 
that it take no action “implying” 
any violation or sovereignty. 

The original British-French 
draft merely prohibited “action” 
which violated sovereignty. 

Spokesmen for the Austrian del- 
egation said Austria hoped to 
maintain its historical relations 
with the East. 

“We, as an occupied country, 
know the difficulties of being split 
into compartments,” a spokesman 
said, “and we want certainly to 
prevent any sharp division of all 
Europe. We need both the East 
and West.” 

Ernst Lemberger, a member of 
the delegation, said that although 
Austria appeared to be a dreary 
place now, “prospects for a fine 
recovery in a reasonable number 
of years are actually very good.” 


Bidault’s Speech. 


French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault, speaking yesterday at the 
dedication of a French war monu- 
ment, again expressed regret that 
Russia and the nations of east 
Europe were not represented at 
the Paris conference, then de- 
clared: 

“Of course, the Soviet attitude 
cannot excuse us from going on. 
Time is running out; necedsities 
will not wait. We must act, or- 
ganize, build, help ourselves with 
the collaboration of all those who 
wish to participate, while hoping 
that all others will join us. The 
family table must not be closed to 
any European, 

“T agree this union of Europe 
means a very close association, a 
mutual limitation of sovereignty 
by the obligations which any com- 
mon agreement implies.

Field reports said 20,000 Com- 
munists were converging on 
Taierchuang, 35 miles northeast of 
Suchow.

Tsaochuang and Yihsien, 44 and 
37 miles, respectively, northeast of 
the military base. 


The first official word of the 
loss of Taian, 33 miles south of 
Tsinan, Shantung capital, was 
contained in a Government news 
agency dispatch which said the 
city might be retaken “within a 
short time.” A dispatch to the 
Army organ Peace Daily said 
Nationalist troops reached the 
suburbs of Taian yesterday and 
might recapture the town today. 

(A report that Nationalists had 
recaptured Taian was contained 
in a United Press dispatch from 
Shanghai.) 

The Government announced re- 
covery of Feicheng, rail town 35 
miles southwest of Tsinan. Other 
dispatches said seven Red detach- 
ments of unknown strength were 
moving toward the important 
Poshan coal mining area 50 miles 
east of Tsinan.

Vermont Executive Says 
Federal ana State Sub- 
sidies May Be Neces- 
sary to Provide Homes 


for Veterans.

SALT LAKE CITY, July 14— 
Bitterly assailing the powerful 
real estate lobby for hindering 
construction of new homes, Gov. 


_Ernest W. Gibson (Rep.), Ver- 
mont. told’ the thirty-ninth Gover- 
nors’ conference today that federal 
and state subsidies may be neces 
sary to aid veterans obtaining 
housing on a co-operative basis. 

Speaking before an assembly of 
47 state and territorial Governors 
at the opening conference session, 
Gov. Gibson declared the real 
estate lobby is “a vegy bad thing 
for the country” and charged it 
has had “an extremely detrimental 
effect’ on construction of new 
housing. 

“l would say that selfishness 
- geemed to be the main motive of 
many of those who have been 80 
actively -engaged with this real 
estate lobby, that I assure you 
‘does exist,” he said. 

This selfishness, he added, par- 
ticularly as it has hindered vet- 
erans housing, “is breeding bitter- 
ness and should not be condoned, 
and [ hope will not be condoned 
by the Congress or by you and me 
as Governors.” 

Proposes Solution. 

Gibson proposed as a solution 
to the veterans’ housing problem 
the establishment of local non- 
profit - building co-operatives, un- 
der sponsorship of the American 
Legion or similar organizations, 
with prospective tenants as mem- 
bers. He urged state and local 
governments to encourage organ- 
ization of such housing corpora- 
tions in all critical areas. 

The states and municipalities, 
he said, can furnish expert advice 
on planning and construction, and 
put their purchasing power behind 
the corporations to help them se- 
cure critical building materials. 

Because high building costs 
make it virtually impossible for 
veterans to buy or rent new 
housing, it may be necessary for 
both the federal and state gov- 
ernments to subsidize such build- 
ing programs, he added, 

Gov. Gibson, a World War II 
weteran, serving his first term as 
Vermont's chief executive, called 
for a “rigorous inquiry” into the 
reasons for excessive construction 
costs. 


Unconscionable Profits. 


“There are too many people 
making unconscionable profits,” 
he declared. “There are excess 
costs that go into housing, and 
paper inquiry can smoke out and 
embarrass a lot of people who 
are contributing to high housing 
costs. 

“I am not just talking about 
labor. I am also thinking about 
the engineers, the architects, the 
building supply people, the law- 
yers, the public utility companies 
and everybody else that has to 
do with the vexing problem.” 

Gov. Gibson also was critical of 
the War Assets Administration. 
Declaring he did not think it had 
been a success, he recommended 
eritical building materials and 
supplies under WAA control be 
turned over to the states to stim- 
ulate private housing. 

The demand that certain Gov- 
ernmental functions now con- 
trolled from Washington be re- 
turned to the states and local gov- 
ernments, which has been growing 
steadily in governors’s conferences 
of recent years, was sounded by 
other speakers during the opening 
session. 

Gov. Thomas J. Herbert, Ohio 
Republican, declared the Federal 
grants-in-aid system _ involves 
something more than money 
grants. “It involves federal con- 
trol over the exercise of state and 
local authority,” he declared. 
“These controls take the form of 
federal approval of state plans, 
detailed federal inspections and 
regulation and very often there is 
the direct or implied threat that 
if we don't do things their way we 
won't get the money. 

Opposes Centralization. 

“I am opposed to the unlimited

“We were trying to free the 
boat from the tree when it sud- 
denly turned over, throwing all of 
us into the water. I grabbed my 
cousin and started swimming,

“It was getting pretty dark, 
and I didn’t see my father. Jackie 
was screaming, so I took her over 
to the bank before I began to 
look for my father. 

“Albert told me my father 
seemed to have had trouble find- 
ing the tree.

A majority of 3400 members of 
the CIO Mine, Mill & Smelter 
Workers’ Union, employed by the, 
St. Joseph Lead Co. mines at Her- 
culancum and Flat River, Mo. 
voted yesterday to strike unless 
their contract and wage demands 
are met by the company. 

B. F. Murphy, general manager 
for the company with offices at 
Bonne Terre, Mo., said he had re- 
ceived no official notification of 
the strike vote from the union. 
If the miners strike, he said, work 
in the southeastern Missouri lead 
fields, the largest in the country, 
will be shut down. 

Leonard Douglas. international 
officer of the union, said the min- 
ers had originally asked for an in- 
crease in wages of 26 cents an 
hour, but had reduce’ that de 
mand to 15 cents an hour in re 
cent meetings with company of- 
ficials. Miners, he said, make be- 
tween $8.68 and $11.18 in an eight- 
hour day. 

The company, he said, has of- 
fered an increase of 25 cents a day 
per worker for each cent over 12 
cents a pound offered for lead in 
the open market. Lead is cur- 
rently selling for 15 cents a pound, 

The date on which the strike 
will be called has been left to the 
discretion of the executive boards 
of Local Unions 648 and 522 to 
which the miners belong, Douglas 
said.

ALBANIAN CHARGES 
PLOT BY AMERICANS 


BELGRADE, July 14 (AP)— 
Gen. Enver Hoxha, Communist 
Premier of Albania, was quoted 
today as having said in 
Tirana that Greek - Albania 
border incidents “‘are part of a 
general anti-democratic plan of 
Anglo + American reactionaries 
whose aim is to bring about a new 
war, recommended by Truman’s 
doctrine.” Hoxha spoke before the 
Albanian National Assembly. 

He declared his Government 
had documents testifying that cer- 
tain American and British repre- 
sentatives had made preparations 
to overthrow his government. He 
charged that the Americans and 
Britons (who were not mentioned 
by name) were conducting a “ruth- 
less struggle against Albania 
and the justified, correct policy 


of Albania.” 

Referring to Albania’s refusal to 
participate in the Paris economic 
conference, Hoxha denounced the 
Marshall proposal as a second 
Truman doctrine of “dollar policy 
and enslavement.” 

He said his Government was in 
the process of drat‘ting a five-year 
plan for Albania. 

He complained that the United 
States and Britain did not recog- 
nize Albania diplomatically. 

“Were quislings and -/ascists in 
power, these countries would un- 
doubtedly recognize Albania,” he 
stated. 

Referring to the two British 
warships damaged by mines in 
Corfu straits off Aibania last Oc- 
tober, Hoxha chargec that English 
vessels or “their servants in Ath- 
ens” laid the mines. He asserted 
that Albania neither had mines 
nor the means for laying them. 

The Moscow radio reported to- 
night that Hoxha arrived in Mos- 
cow today and was met at the air- 
port by Russia’s Foreign minister 
V. M. Molotov.

Board’s) duty of preserving public 
peace, preventing crime and pro- 
tecting persons and property, pre- 
serving order and establishing, 
maintaining and disciplining a po- 
lice force,” the opinion said, “we 
think there could have been no in- 
tention, actual or by necessary im- 
plication, that the provision in 
question should apply under the 
facts stated.” 

In view of the broad authority 
granted to the Police Board, the 
opinion said, the Board’s rule 
against police union affiliation 
“must be regarded as prima facie 
reasonable.” 

“Members of the Police Depart- 
ment,” the opinion continued, “are 
sworn officers of the law, whose 
duty it is to enforce the law 
equally and without fear or favor. 
The Legislature recognized the ne- 
cesity for order, discipline and 
authority in the police force, It 
provided for a semi-military or- 
ganization, with officers and men 
of different ranks, and granted 
express authority to the Board to 
make rules and regulations for the 
discipline and government of the 
police. We think the rule in ques- 
tion bears a direct relationship to 
both the discipline and the gov- 
ernment of the police force.” 


Cites Precedents. 


The court stated that the right 
of municipal government to re 
strict or prohibit groups of munic- 
ipal employes from affiliating 
with labor unions had been sus- 
tained in other states, and men- 
tioned such action in Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee and Mississippi. 

Regarding the police union 
members’ contention that their 
union charter pledges them not 
to strike, the opinion uses the 
Biblical statement “No man can 
serve two masters,” cited by Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly. 

“While it is true that the charter 
of Local 549 purports to provide 
that the obligations of members 
of the police force should be 
superior to any obligation to the 
union, so long ag human nature 
is as it is, a man cannot serve 
two masters. We think it is clear 
that membership might reason- 
ably cause friction and dissension 
within the force and create preju- 
dice and favoritism in enforce- 
ment of the law.” 

The opinion cited the rule of 
legal construction that “unless an 
act specifically mentions the state 
or its political subdivisions, that 
act shall not be construed to in- 
clude them.” 

Judge Douglas, concurring with 
the conclusion of the _ opinion, 
stated in a separate opinion that 
the Police Board rule requiring 
the Board’s approval before a po- 
liceman may join any organiza- 
tion, appeared to him to be too 
broad and to impose unnecessary 
restrictions. 

A case from Springfield, Mo., 
which involved the question of 
collective bargaining by city offi- 
cials with other employes as well 
as police, was also before Divi- 
sion 1, and an opinion denying 
the right of such bargaining was 
written by Commissioner John 
Bradley. Judges Hyde and Conk- 
ling concurred in the opinion, but 
Judge Douglas dissented and 
Judge Clark expressed himself as 
in doubt. The matter, therefore, 
also was transferred to the court 
en banc for a final decision.

While Eagleton was still on the 
board, and by three members’ 
votes to his one, the two open 
leaders of the union movement, 
Richard T. Miller and Bernard 
Casserly, were discharged from 
the department Dec. 19, 1945. 

In August, 1946, by the Police 
Board’s order, an order to all 
policemen to quit the union or face 
dismissal was issued. Written 
statements of non-membership or 
withdrawal were required of all 
policemen. Five who refused to 
withdraw from the wnion were 
dismissed from the department 
Sept. 21, 1946. These were Norman 
Rogles, John Judge, Daniel King, 
Julius Hoff and William C. Miner. 

Two suits have been filed by 
the union's representatives against 
the Police Board, to enjoin the 
board from smashing the organi- 
zation, The first, filed on behalf 
of Miller and Casserly, was dis- 
missed. The second, filed in the 
names of members and policemen 
in general, asked a declaratory 
judgment holding a rule against 
unionization to be void, and a per- 
manent injunction to prevent in- 
terference with the union. 

In Circuit Court, Judge Sar- 
torius ruled that he lacked 
jurisdiction in the injunction suit. 
An appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court, which heard argu- 
ments last Jan. 20 and took the 
matter under advisement. 

The 1947 Legislature, at its re- 
cent session, passed the Madison 
labor law, which, among other 
prohibitions, forbade strikes by 
public employes. This act is still 
before the Governor for his signa- 
ture, and if signed, will go into 
effect Sept. 10.

“Section 44 does not prohibit en- 
actment of laws which authorize 
the formation and regulation of 
different types of lenders such as 
banks, savings and loan associa- 
tions and others. Nor does it pro- 
hibit the enactment of laws 
providing reasonable classification 
of loans as to amounts’ or other- 
wise with different permissible 
rates of interest for different 
types of loans. But the rates pro- 
vided for any type of loan must 
be available to all lenders who 
make such loans without regard 
to type of classification of their 
business.” 

Whether the Constitutional 
small-loan provision is wire or not 
is “not our province to decide,” 
the decision held. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has ve- 
toed two bills passed by the Leg- 
islature setting rates at 26 and 
27.22 per cent. The vetoes were 
based on the supposed unconsti-

“The facts disclosed by this pre- 
liminary investigation clearly in- 
dicate to this subcommittee that 
there was_evidence of numerous 
violations of federal law. The 
three federal district judges each 
testified that statements in the. 
FBI report contained indications 
of conspiracy and that additional | 
investigation appeared to be war- | 
ranted.”

Owen J. Roberts Assails Taft — 
As ‘Stumbling Block’ to Universal 
Training; Warns of ‘Calamity’ 


Former Supreme Court Justice Cites Sena- 
tor’s Statement Two Months Before Pearl 
Harbor Attack That Country Was in No 
Danger—Taft Denies Obstructionism. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 14 (AP). 
ORMER SUPREME COURT JUSTICE OWEN J. ROBERTS 
says that “obstructionist tactics” by Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 


to block action on President 


Truman’s universal military train- 


ing program “might result in a national calamity.” 


Roberts, a Republican, is chair- 
man of the newly-formed Citizens 
Emergency Committee for Univer- 
gal Military Training. He made 
public yesterday an “open letter” 
to Taft in which he accused the 
latter, a possible 1948 G.O.P. presi- 
dential nominee, of being “the ma- 
jor stumbling block” to legislative 
action at this session of Congress. 

In a separate statement, Roberts 
gaid he regrettec the need for 
gending the letter, because he con- 
sidered Taft a lawmaker whose 
judgment on economic and politi- 
cal matters has “in most cases 
been good and is worthy of the 
most serious consideration.” 

Calls Him Misguided. 

“But, when it comes to matters 
relating to war and military prep- 
aration for it,” he said, “it seems 
obvious that he is one of those 
sincere but, I think, misguided 
people whose aversion to war is 
go great that they cannot tolerate 
effective military preparation, no 
matter how necessary.” 


He recalled that, less than two 
months before Pearl Harbor, Taft 
was declaring the country was in 
less danger of attack than in 1940, 
and said the Senator's opposition 
to universal military training 
“shows a remarkable similarity to 
hig prewar position on selective 
service.” 


“While YT respect Mr. Taft's 
right to his opinion,” Roberts 
added, “I deplore his obstruction- 
ist tactics as chairman of the 
Republican steering committee in 
preventing universal military 
training from coming to the floor 
of the Senate. 


“Senator Taft's current intran- 

gigence might result in a national 
ity.” 
Text of Roberts Letter. 

Following is the, text of Rob- 
erts'’s letter to Taft: 

“As chairman of the Republi- 
can steering committee your op- 
position to universel military 
training presents the major stum- 
bling block in placing the measure 
On.the congressional agenda. 

“Two months ago you were 
quoted in the press ‘that there is 
no sentiment for U.M.T. ... We 
will be fortunate to pass all ‘must’ 
legislation before adjournment.’ 

“In a subsequent interview you 
were quoted that “U.M.T. is Un- 
American, obsolete and wasteful. 
, « « I will fight U.M.T. to the bit- 
‘ter end.’ 

“The Citizens Emergency Com- 
mittee for Universal Military 
Training, representing outstand- 
ing Americans in many fields, 
knows that there is strong senti- 
ment for U.M.T. and emphatically 
indorses the conclusion of the 
President’s Advisory Commission 
on Universal Training, that 
*U.M.T. is a matter of urgent mil- 
itary necessity.’ 


“President Truman, Secretary 


Marshall, Senator Austin, chair- 
man of our delegation to the 
United Nations, Secretary of War 
Patterson, Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal and Gen, Eisenhower 
have repeatedly emphasized the 
urgent need for U.M.T. 

“All; national public opinion 
polls taken during the last four 
years have consistently shown 
that U.M.T, has received the bi- 
partisan support of 67 to 79 per 
cent of the nation’s citizens, .The 
Gallup poll of June 12, 1947, shows 
74 per cent in favor, 21 per cent 
opposed and 5 per cent no opinion.

Dewey, saying nothing as to the 
presidential race, registered a 
strong declaration in favor of the 
St. Lawrence river seaway and 
power project, and discussed, in 
more abstract manner, the theme 
of national and state taxation. 
The St. Lawrence seaway talk, 
made to visiting reporters at what 
Dewey insisted was not a press 
conference, had the sound of a 
bid for midwestern support. 

Position on Income Tax. 

Gov. Dewey said also that. he 
was against distributing revenue 
from federal income taxes among 


“I+ believe various services 
should be carried on by the gov- 
ernments which are close to the 
people,” he said. “Of course, there 
are some things that the states 
cannot do, but there are other 
activities now being carried on by 
the Federal Government § that 
could best be accomplished by the 
states. 

“IT have always opposed making 
one government the collection 
agency and the other the spend- 
ing agency,” he continued. “It 
leads to great irresponsibility and

The Governor said that, should 
the Federal Government give up 
nuisance taxes, it would be more 
than enough for the states to 
eliminate all state income taxes. 


The Governor said he referred 
to admission taxes principally. He 
mentioned also taxes on gasoline, 
cigarettes and liquor as sources of 
dual taxation. 

Gov, Thomas Herbert (Rep.), 
Ohio, who has an important part 
in the convention program, today 
predicted an open race for the 
presidential nomination, with no 
candidate having it sewed up in 
advance, and saw ‘oth parties 
practically in agreement on na- 
tional issues next year. 

“Senator Taft will be Ohio’s 
favorite son,” he said, “and will 
set forth his position in due time.” 
Some took this to mean Septem- 
ber, when Taft journeys to Cali- 
fornia to address the Bar Associa- 
tion. 

“No one has a lock on the Re- 
publican national convention, in 
my judgment,” Herbert said. He 
declared that Taft’s popularity in 
his home state has increased 
since the President’s veto of the 
labor and tax reduction bills.

Repair of Flooded Motors 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I send this letter to the Post-Dispatch 
fm the hope that I can be of some help 
to people in the Missouri and Mississip- 
pi areas who have had their electrical 
motors damaged by floods. This is an 
old story here in the Ohio valley, where 
We average nearly two floods a year 
and we are called on to dry out much 
flood-damaged equipment. 

It is not necessary to put out a large 
amount of cash in work on this critical 
equipment. All that. is necessary is to 
know what to do and to do it carefully. 
We have saved every piece that we have 
worked on, both large and small, high 
and low voltage. | 
‘*In large units, of several thousand 
amps rating, divide the circuits and 
heat, one section at a time, until the 
internal heat is 220 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Be sure to kill the voltage before dis- 
eonnecting the circuits so as to avoid 
excessive voltages due to transformer 
action when a high current is suddenly 
interrupted. In drying out commuta- 
tors, encircle the center of the brush 
surface with one turn of bare, heavy 
wire and insulate it from the copper 
with smell strips of mica. Weld or 
braze heavy lugs to the ends of the 
wire around one commutator so the 
heat will be distributed more evenly. 

. Similar simple instructions are avail- 
able for other types of equipment. I 
will be glad to send, without obligation, 
information to those who need it. I am 
a member of the Society of Professional

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Two Billions More 


President Truman will appeal to Congress this 
week for an additional two billion dollars for 
flood control, If granted, it will make a total 
of eight billions authorized for the Mississippi- 
Missouri system. Initially, the money for the 
Missouri will be spent by the Army Engineers 
and Reclamation Bureau under the »Pick-Sloan 
plan. | 

Senator Murray has been given assurances 
that the President does not abandon his support 
of an MVA in taking this action. He believes 
the Pick-Sloan work can later be integrated into 
an MVA. To some degree, that is no doubt true. 
Thus, TVA built several dams on or near sites pre- 
viously recommended by the Army Engineers 
and incorporated the Army’s Wilson Dam in its 
system. 

This course, unfortunately, will inevitably add 
to the eventual expense. Some of the work, be- 
ing excessively preoccupied with navigation and 
irrigation, may preclude or han.per later efforts 
to harvest other potential benefits. In the pres- 
ent state of anti-MVA congressional opinion, how- 
ever, the President cannot be criticized for pro- 
posing the best program he can hope to get at 
the moment. 

This does not mean that Pick-Sloan has won 
the race. Congress is hostile to MVA, but it is 
also displaying impatience with the Army Engi- 
neers’ traditional piecemeal, pork and patronage 
system, Thus, Senators Reed and Gurney probed 
witness after witness last week, trying to find 
what jobs are most important. They must have 
been disappointed. The witnesses could see only 
narrow, and generally local, interests. 


_ As the Pick-Sloan adherents ask Congress to 
convert their authorizations into appropriations, 
it will become more and more evident that their 
plan passes over golden opportunities. Congress 
will find that the Army Engineers, after a cen- 
tury, are still “Maginot-minded.” In spite of fail- 
ures, they still put an excessive reliance for flood 
control on concrete dams and earthen dikes. 


Lesser expedients temporarily have the stage, 
but the situation still demands a full-scale multi- 
ple-purpose approach under a single broad-gauge 
federal regional agency with a zeal for the re- 
gion’s total interests and an aversion for pork. 
It still demands an MVA. 
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The Status of William Sentner 


William Sentner, an avowed Communist, says 
it is up to the members of his union to say 
whether or not he shall continue in office. Sent- 
ner is president of District 8 of the CIO United 
EXctrical, Radio & Machine Workers. Under the 
Taft-Hartley Act, all union officers must swear 
that they are not members of the Communist 
party. If they do not do so, the union loses its 
rights under the Wagner Act. 

We doubt if this provision of the Wagner Act 
will stand up under court test. The Communist 
party is not an illegal party in the United States. 
Congress recently considered a bill to make it 
illegal, but, on advice of J. Edgar Hoover, head 
of the FBI, it dropped the matter. He couns@led 
against “any course of action which would give 
the Communists cause to portray and pity them- 
selves as martyrs.” Though he did not say so, 
such a law probably would be unconstitutional. 

If the party itself has legal standing, how can 
Congress discriminate against a member of it? 
The strong feeling in this country against Com- 
munism and Russia should not stampede us into 
actions which affect the basic rights of Ameri- 
cans. <A basic right is involved here. If Con- 
gress can penalize unions because of the politi- 
cal beliefs of its officers, the way is open for in- 
tolerable abuse. What is to prevent future Con- 
gresses from extending the penalty to people 
with other unpopular political beliefs? 

So we believe Sentner is correet in saying 
“that the union members won’t permit Congress 
or anyone else to dictate to them who wil! be 
their officers.” And we repeat the words of J. 
Edgar Hoover that “the best antidote to Com- 
munism is vigorous, intelligent, old-fashioned 
Americanism.” The anti-Communist clause in 


- the Taft-Hartley Act is not old-fashioned Ameri- 


canism or any other kind of Americanism, and 


we predict the courts will toss it out. 


A Warning Repeated 

Was the chartered airliner that crashed in 
Florida, killing 21 persons, “dangerously over- 
loaded?” A CAA inspector says it might have 
been. The plane was authorized to carry 28 per- 
sons but had 36 aboard. The operator contends 
that some passengers were classified as children. 

The facts can be quickly found, and if the 
plane was overloaded, prosecution should follow. 
In any case, the Florida crash is another tragic 
consideration for the President’s new Air Safety 
Board, which has been trying to assess the re- 
sponsibility for accident prevention between the 
airlines and Congress. 

In its latest proposal, the board would re- 
strict take-offs by four-engine planes on runways 
less than 4000 feet long. Airline operators and 
plane manufacturers oppose the idea, but the 
pilots’ association is in favor of it—and it is the 
pilots and not the operators or manufacturers 
who have to fly the huge planes off short run- 
ways. 

Maybe, as the operators say, the restrictions 
would not have stopped any of the recent 
crashes. But the LaGuardia Field accident on 
May 29 involved a four-engine plane on a 3500- 
foot runway. Forty-two persons were killed. 
Zealous regulation might put an occasional 
crimp in airline regulations, but it would help 
prevent the smash-up of four-engine planes on 
two-engine runways. 

Earlier the President’s special board stated 
that unless Congress increases funds for safety 
devices, “the tragic pattern of the past will in- 
evitably repeat itself.” The warning itself has 
been repeated. 

Congress has never given the CAA the money 
it requires for developing radar, instrument 
landing and other safety aids. These devices are 
aimed directly at bad weather and take-off and 
landing troubles, which accounted for at least 
50 per cent of all plane accidents from 1933 to 
1944. 

In June, Secretary of Commerce Harriman 
warned that new euts in the CAA budget would 
cause an increase in air accidents. This news- 
paper made the same point when Mr. Truman 


appointed his safety board, and two weeks 
earlier had said: 


Unless safety measures keep up with the 
progress in huge new planes, tragedy will 
write more headlines. ... Yet the House 
ordered another slice of 37 per cent in the 
CAA’s budget. That is not just a flier in 
economy; it is plain blind flying. 

If plane crashes increase, Congressmen who 


try to economize on air safety will have cast 
their vote for disaster. 
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A Bald Encroachment 


The Constitution says that the President shall 
fill appointive positions in the Government, sub- 
ject to confirmation by the Senate. Both law 
and custom presuppose that the President’s ap- 
pointments shall become effective unless they 
are rejected for cause by a vote of the full mem- 
bership of the Senate. Today the system is not 
working as it is supposed to work and the men 
chiefly responsible are Senators Vandenberg and 
Ferguson. 

Six months ago President Truman named for- 
mer Attorney General Francis Biddle as United 
States Delegate to the U.N. Economic and Social 
Council. Senator Vandenberg, as chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, refused 
to report the appointnfent to the Senate floor, 
either favorably or unfavorably. So last week 
President Truman was forced to withdraw the 
appointment of Mr. Biddle and substitute that of 
Assistant Secretary of State Willard Thorp. 

Previously, Mr. Vandenberg had with equal 
presumption blocked the appointment of Mark 
Ethridge, publisher of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, to administer aid to Greece. 

As chairman of a Senate Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee, Senator Ferguson is following the same 
arrogant course as Senator Vandenberg. More 
than five months ago President Truman named 
Philip Perlman, a well known Baltimore attor- 
ney, to the important office of Solicitor Gen- 
eral of the United States. Senator Ferguson 
thus far has refused to let the a deeoractene out 
of committee. 

It is quite certain that the two Republican 
Senators from Michigan are not quietly squelch- 
ing bad appointments in order to save a Demo- 
cratic President from embarrassment in the Sen- 
ate debates. If the appointments ure bad, let 
the Senate as a whole brand them so, in order 
that the President may be stung into naming 
better men. 

Senators Vandenberg and Ferguson are guil- 
ty of a bald encroachment upon the rights of the 
Chief Executive and of the Senate. What do the 
other Senators, Republican and Democratic, think 
of having Messrs. Vandenberg and Ferguson de- 
cide matters whose determination by law rests 
upon the Senate as a whole? 
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Wedemeyer Goes Back to China 


Foreign surveys for the United States Govern- 
ment mean much more when they are made by 
persons who know what and how to survey. All 
too often they are undertaken by investigators 
new to the area, its peoples and conditions, if not 
new to the business of conducting a survey. Gen. 
Wedemeyer, who is going to China and Korea to 
report back to Washington after six weeks, is 
admirably qualified on both counts. He knows 
China and its top personalities. He knows what 
to look for and has a comparative basis for meas- 
uring what he finds. And Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, with whom our former Chinese area 
commander served, knows the mettle of the man 
who is to review the facts and make the report. 
The Wedemeyer survey should be a good step 
on the way to equilibrium in the Orient. 
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Definition of “Liberalism” 

Under the cartoon today, we print an interest- 
ing editorial from the Courier-Journal. It clears 
up confusion about the word “liberal.” There 
are various definitions for this much-used and 
much-abused word. It was “liberal’’ to champion 
the cause*of labor when labor was being kicked 
around by employers, and when its basic rights 
were not incorporated into law. But union la- 
bor now has grown very powerful and it is not a 
denial of “liberalism” to say that its powers 
should yield to proper balance. 

To the Courier-Journal’s test of liberalism, we 
should like to add another. When Russia’s Bol- 
sheviks threw off the 400-yggr-old tyranny of the 
Romanoffs, it was “liberal” to look with sym- 
pathy upon the struggling young government. 
After the “10 days that shook the world,” the 
Bolsheviks were besieged by enemies within and 
without. Even the United States sent an expe- 
ditionary force to Russian soil. 

But the struggling young Government of 1917 
has now become the Colossus of 1947. In 30 
years, it has become painfully apparent that the 
early promises of the Bolsheviks have not been 
fulfilled. The people, freed of the Romanoff po- 
lice state, now suffer under a far more oppres- 
sive police state. In the process, Marxian philos- 
ophy has been polluted. Since liberalism may 
loosely be described as championship of the un- 
derdog, and hatred of all oppression, its influ- 
ence should be thrown ‘against the Stalin tyran- 
ny as it was thrown against the Romanoff tyran- 
ny. 

Whenever “liberalism” permits itself to be 
hardened into dogma, it loses all its meaning. 
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South Carolina Faces a Fact 

A courageous federal judge, himself a Caro- 
linian, has dented the color line in South Caro- 
lina. First Judge J. Waties Waring ruled out 
“white primaries.” He refused to-entertain the 
odd argument of local Democrats that they were 
a “private” party, who could pass on those vot- 
ing in primary elections. 

Then Judge Waring took up the case of one 
Negro who wanted to study law. The Judge gave 
the state three choices: to admit Negroes into the 
state university law school, to.abolish that school, 


or to build a new law school for, in effect, this 


one student. 

Perhaps South Carolina, like Missouri,: will 
choose the third method. If so, Carolina taxpay- 
ers should be interested in a fact that Missouri 
has discovered. In Missouri, higher education 
costs the state three times as much for each of 
its few segregated Negro students as it does for 
whites. 

The cost of keeping the color line is excessive, 
both in money and in democratic principles. Re- 
peated decisions like Judge Waring’s make segre- 
gation less and less excusable.

Idea that a “liberal” 


‘party would have fought new labor law 
is misleading, Louisville newspaper says; notes that Democrats split; 
how people stand on labor no longer is proof of liberalism; 
asserts that some labor leaders themselves are “deeply reactionary.”

Gael Sullivan of the Democratic National 
Committee has a reputation for political 
sagacity. It has been often said of him 
that he was an eloquent champion of the 
theory that the Democratic party only wins 
national elections when it is a liberal party. 


There is some doubt, however, about the 
political wisdom of Mr. Sullivan’s latest 
pronouncement. Writing in Capital Com- 
ment, he builds up the President’s veto of 
the Taft-Hartley labor bill as a central 
campaign issue for 1948, On this issue, he 
writes, “Democrats are now dramatically 
in opposition to G.O.P. reaction.” 


One difficulty with this position is the 
fact that a very substantial number of 
Democrats are also lined up on the side of 
labor legislation. President Truman lost 
106 Democratic votes in the House on his 
veto of the Taft-Hartley bill, as against 71 
Democrats who voted to sustain. In the 
Senate, he barely scraped through with a 
majority of Democratic votes, 22 to sustain 
and 20 to override. 


Danger for Democrats 


This result cannot be dismissed as mere- 
ly another manifestation of the alliance 
between conservative Southern Democrats 
and the G.O.P. That pattern was evident 
in the vote on the labor bill, but the oppo- 
sition to Mr. Truman’s veto also carried 
along Many middle-of-the-road Democrats 
from outside the solid South. The support 
for the veto was notably concentrated in a 
limited number of industria] districts and 
states, where the labor vote is potent. 


These signs spell danger for Democratic 
use of the labor bill as a campaign issue. 
Yet Mr. Sullivan is still right fn his belief 
that a liberal program is the only winning 
hand the Democratic party can play. One 
difficulty here is the old confusion about 
the word “liberal.” 


In the early New Deal days, most people 
who could reasonably be called liberals 
wanted to redress the old imbalance be- 
tween management and labor, to the ad- 
vantage of labor. It was a genuine liberal 
issue, in that it involved unselfish effort to 
obtain justice for a group that had been 
unfairly handicapped. 


The Balance Was Gone 


The labor issue has now moved largely 
into a different realm. Many Americans 
who feel themselves to be liberals have de- 
cided that the balance they sought has gone 
over too far to labor’s side, and that justite 
now demands another adjustment. 


Organized labor still insists that this is 
still an issue of liberalism. They brand all 
who support any change in the Wagner 
Act as reactionaries. Labor leadership it- 
self, however, is often far from liberal, as 
witness the policies of John L. Lewis. 


Labor leaders who fight for further con- 
cessions for their own group are pursuing 
neither a liberal nor a conservative course, 
but are merely doing a job in their own 
interest. On other issues, some are really 
liberal and some are deeply reactionary. 

It seems high time to dismiss a person’s 
position on labor legislation as the conclu- 
sive test of liberalism,

of Leprosy

The American Medical Association’s sil- 
ver medal award to Dr. G. H. Faget, for- 
mer director of the’ United States Marine 
Hospital at Carville, and his associates, may 
be considered a “tentative” honor in con- 
nection with the pioneer application of 
sulfa derivatives for the healing of Han- 
sen’s disease lesions. The award was given 
in the scientific exhibit section. 


It will be some years before medical 
science can determine whether cures have 
been effected through this treatment, in 
the sense of the destruction of the Hansen 
bacillus itself, Nevertheless, since 1941 
when the experiments were initiated with 
promin and diasone and, to some extent, 
promizole, the yearly discharge rate at Car- 
ville has risen phenomenally. 


Some 37 Carville patients were discharged 
as “arrested cases” in 1945, and 43 in 1946. 
In the latter year, the .population was be- 
tween 350 and 400. These figures may be 
compared with the fact that between 1900 
and 1926, not more than 40 releases were 
possible, when the population did not ex- 
eeed 200. 


These results should be, and reportedly 
have been, encouraging to numerous suf- 
ferers from leprosy who in its less ad- 
vanced stages have been able to conceal 
their ailment and to avoid isolation at the 
hospital. 


What is now offered them is the best 
chance in the history of the disease to 
report for treatment with prospects of ar- 
rest and early discharge. Institution of 
plastic surgery service at the hospital is 
another incentive to “hidden” sufferers, as 
well as a blessing to present inmates. 

Should the word “cure” once more be 
revived in connection with the anti-leprosy 
process, the names of Dr. Faget and his 
co-workers will be signally treasured,

Isles of Williwaw 


BRIDGE TO kag by Murray Morgen. (E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co., New York.) 

Murray Morgan is a young newspaper 
man who spent his wartime service in 
the Aleutian Islands, transmitting mes- 
sages for the Alaska Communication Sys 
tem, the extraordinary Army unit which 
handles all telephone and telegraphic com- 
munication in Alaska. Because he could 
find no book to tell him the history and 
geology of the scene of his service, Mr. 
Morgan set out to fill the breach him- 
self. He has done an excellent job. 

The Aleutians are volcanic and foggy. 
They are the source of most of North 
America’s weather. Within 30 seconds, an 
Aleutian Island can fog over. A “williwaw” 
is the Aleutian wind which seems to blow 
from everywhere, including straight below. 

The Aleutians are not as cold as New 
York State, and they have more vegeta- 
tion than western Kansas. GIs on duty 
there hated the place, but GIs hated most 
places without white women. The inhab- 
itants of the Aleutians are neither Indians 
nor Eskimos, but Aleuts. 

For anyone who wants to know about 
the long island peninsula which nearly 
links America and Asia, Mr. Morgan's 
book is a valuable possession. He writes 
vividly, and his own military service has 
given him understanding of the Gls who 
served in the Aleutians for dreary years. 

It is possible that Mr. Morgan over- 
estimates the importance of the island 
chain in the geopolitics now shaping up 
between the United States and Russia. 
Only two weeks ago the Army announced 
its abandonment of $100,000,000 worth of 
bases in the Aleutians. Apparently the 
constant fogs and rains make successful 
air operations almost impossible.

| Synod Speaker

SUPPORT OF CHURCH 
RELIEF ABROAD URCED 


Eden Seminary Professor 
Tells Evangelical Synod of 
Despair in Germany. 


A strong plea for continued sup- 
port ofj the V‘orld Council of 
Churches in its work of overseas 
relief was voiced last night by the 
Rev. Dr. Carl E. Schneider of 
Eden Seminary at a public con- 
vocation of the General Synod of 
the Evangelical nd Reformed 
Church at Kiel Auditorium. 

The convocation was attended 
by about 7500 persons, many of 
whom marched earlier in a pro- 
cession from Soldiers’ Memorial to 
Washington avenue thence south 


to Market street and west to Kiel 
Auditorium. 


Dr. Schneider, professor of 
church history at the seminary, 
described Lis experiences while 
visiting Europe last year under 
the auspices of the World Coun- 
cil of Churche and told of the 
mood of hopeless despair that has 
paralyzed the people of Germany 
and other conquered countries. 


“There is not a single problem— 
political, social, spiritual, religious 
—which is harassing the German 
people and sympathetically dis- 
turbing all of Europe, which could 
not be appreciably solved by an 
adjustment of the economic con- 
ditions,” Dr. Schneider said. 


The paramount importance of 
solving the economic problem was 
pointed out by the speaker with 
the words: “Dead people cannot 
read Bibles.” 


The material desolation and so- 
ciological dislocations are leading 
to a philosophy of nihilism which 
the Allied occupying authorities 
have done little to combat, he said. 
The sugarless, fatless, meatless 
diet has weakened moral stamina 
and blurred the traditional con- 
cepts of right and wrong. “What 
immoral power is vested today in 
a scrappy little sandwich or a five- 
cent chocolate bar?” he said. 


The World Council of Churches, 
consisting of 109 Protestant de- 
nominations in 38 countries, came 
into existence to meet the spir- 
itual and material needs of the 
war-ravaged countries, Dr. Schnei- 
der explained. Last year alone, 
the Church World Service, Ameri- 
can arm of the council, raised 
$15,000,000 for relief and sent over- 
seas 34,000,000 pounds of clothing 
while a relief budget of $50,000,- 
000 has been set for the coming 
year. 

More than 100 wooden churches 
have been built in communities 
where all churches were destroyed, 
Dr. Schneider said. Pastors have 
been furnished with bicycles, and 
paper for hymnals and church 
books has been sent abroad. Many 
scholarships have been granted 
to European students for study 
in American, British and French 
institutions. A continuation of this 
program can be assured only if 
American member churches con- 
tinue their support, he warned. 

The seventh General Synod of 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church will conclude its week-long 
sessions here on Wednesday. To- 
day's sessions were given over 
largely to reports of various com- 
mittees*and groups. 

Two women were elected today 
to the general council, governing 
body of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church. It is the first 
time in the Church’s history that 
a woman has been apopinted to 
that body. 

Mrss V. J. Bartell of Detroit and 
Mrs. Milton Lang of Bajtimore 
will serve with six other laymen, 
eight pastors and five church of> 
ficers in governing the Church’s 
activities when the synod is not 
in session.

U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce Statements Are 
Presented Before 
House Committee. 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce today called individual 
federal income tax rates “so se- 
vere as to be a bar to progress, 
thrift and prosperity.” 

Through five witnesses repre- 
senting its Committee on Federal 
Finance, the chamber asserted: 

“A peacetime system must be 
installed at the earliest possible 
moment. It must be a stable, 
equitable and workable system, 
permitting replenishment of the 
well-springs of enterprise.” 

The chamber’s views on tax prob- 
lems were presented in prepared 
statements as the House Ways 
and Means Committee continued 
hearings on a general revision of 
federal] tax laws to be undertaken 
mext year. 

Brake on Production. 

In urging quick action on the 
proposal to overhaul the tax struc- 
ture, Ellsworth C. Alvord of Wash- 
ington, D.C., told the committee 
“present high taxes are a brake 
upon production” which “drain 
our resources, sap our strength, 
kill our initiative, deny incentive.” 

The four other witnesses, who 
dealt with specific phases of fed- 
eral taxation, were Laurence A. 
Tanzer of New York City, indi- 
vidual incomes; Paul E. Shorb of 
Washington, D.C., corporations; 
Henry B. Fernald of New York 
City, depreciation and net loss, 
and Roy C. Osgood of Chicago, 
gifts and estates. 

“The individual income tax 
rates, and the methods of apply- 
ing them, are so severe as to be 
a bar to progress, thrift and pros- 
perity, and therefore, to a sus- 
tained yield of income,” Tanzer 
declared. 

“In their effects, they comprise 
a short-sighted method of raising 
revenue—a penny-wise and pound- 
foolish policy.” 

Shorb told the committee that 
the present 38 per cent levy on 
corporate incomes should be cut 
by 5 per cent in 1948 and eventu- 
ally to 25 per cent. 

Fernald proposed liberalizing de- 
preciation and net-loss tax laws, 
saying that this bears “directly 
upon the question of maintaining 
and expanding industrial produc- 
tion and employment.” 

Estate and Gift Taxes. 

Urging eventual repeal of fed- 
eral estate and gift taxes, Osgood 
declared these sources of income 
should be returned to the states 
as soon as possible. He said the 
federal taxes have “adverse” eco- 
nomic effects, adding: 

“Certainly there is no encourage- 
ment to anyone to build capital 
if up to 77 per cent of it is to be 
taken by the Government at his 
death as in the case of the present 

w.” 


Among other recommendations 
presented to the witnesses: 

More extensive reductions in all 
brackets than provided in the 
pending 10.5 to 30 per cent income 
tax cut bill. 

A limit of 50 per cent of “tax- 
able net income upon the total 
liability of any individual.”

ODAY’S American humorists 

are measured by their Hooper 

ratings and the grosses they 
attract in: their movie house and 
night club appearances, 

They rise and fall not so much 
on their inherent gifts for provok- 
ing laughter as from their astute 
selections of gag-writers whose 
product they can mouth, the gall 
of their agents, the acumen of 
their managers and the luck of 
picking a correct formula. 

Will Rogers, king of them all, 
died before such modern yard- 
sticks could be applied to him. 
But he’ll be remembered when 
the rest of them are forgotten. 
His final resting place and its at- 
tendant memorial, erected by the 
people of Oklahoma and directed 
now by a memorial commission 
headed by N. G. Henthorne, editor 
of the Tulsa World, has become a 
major U. 8. shrine, 

Since the rambling beautiful 
place was built in 1938, on a green 
slope which Rogers bought in 1911 
as a site for a home he planned 
to build, more than 4,000,000 per- 
sons have made the pilgrimage. 


The crowds grow bigger with, 
the years, a remarkable tribute to 
the gentle memories he stimulates. 
He was killed in a crack-up with 
Wiley Post near Point Barrow, 
Alaska, August 15, 1935. But there 
is almost as much interest in him 
today as in hig prime and the 
thousands who come here are 
touched deeply by what they See. 


The body of the gum-chewing, 
grinning cowboy whose ungram- 
matical wisecracks were but the 
nuggets of an endless lode of 
earthy American philosophy, lies 
beneath a simple marble tomb, 
set in a stately terrace that looks 
out over a land he loved so very 
much, 

With him now are his wife, 
Betty Blake, who died in 1944, 
and their fourth child, Fred, who 
died in 1920 at the age of 2. But 
one still feels he is alive, for the 
entire memorial is dominated by 
Jo Davidson's bronze statue of 
Will, with head bashfully down,

One lands 
at the Will Rogers Airport in 
Claremore, or comes in on the 
“Will Rogers Special” of the Fris- 
co line. Claremore has a Will 
Rogers library. Oklahoma Mili- 
tary Academy auditorium is 
named for Will. The Hollywood 
movie colony still reveres him, 
once named him mayor of Beverly 
Hills. In the Colorado Rockies 
high above the swank Broadmoor 
Hotel and the 
Springs another Rogers memorial 
sounds its silver chimes. There 


‘ are Will Rogers theaters in Clare- 


more, Tulsa and Oklahoma City. 

Will Rogers is uniquely remem- 
bered in every walk of life. He 
had a gift of tongues that made 
him as readily understood in the 
ymost primitive community as he 
was understood on the stage of 
the Ziegfield Follies and in Con- 
gress. The only other bronze 
struck from Davidson's heroic 
mold stands in the Capitol in 
Washington. 

At the base of each is written 
a favorite Rogers expression: 

“T never met a man I didn’t 
like.” 

Davidson broke the mold after 
the second bronze was complete. 
The symbolism of that act takes 
on fresh significance through the 
years, for no American has since 
risen to take Will Rogers’s place.

Hawaii Sights Statehood After 47 Years 


Half Million Americans Living on Islands Point to War Record, Ask for Showdown

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NEW YORK, July 14 


N the slopes of eight tropical 

mountains, 2100 miles west of 

San Francisco, live half a mil- 
lion Americans, They drive 78,000 
automobiles agd they like boogie- 
woogie, beer;and baseball. But 
they cannot vote for President, 
they have no real voice in Con- 
gress, and they cannot even name 
their own governor. 


The place is Hawail, U.S.A. 


For 47 years these volcanic is- 
lands have been an American ter- 
ritory seeking statehood. Now, for 
the first time, they stand a real 
chance of becoming the forty- 
ninth state. The House passed the 
enabling bill, 196 to 133, and the 
Senate is expected to act early 
next year. 


Delegate Joseph R. Farrington 
of Hawaii estimates it would take 
12 to 18 months for the transi- 
tion from territory to state, Three 
elections would be necessary: the 
first to name delegates to draft 
a state constitution; the second 
to ratify the charter; the third 
to select a Governor and other 
State officials, two Senators and 
two Representatives. 

Since 1900 the islanders have 
pleaded no fewer than 13 times 


‘for statehood. Now, standing on 


their war record, they want a 
showdown; in Honolulu even the 
schoolchildren say, “When you re- 
member Pearl Harbor, remember 
us.” 

For nearly four years in the war 
the isianders endured a nightly 


‘blackout, curfew, press and mail 


censorship and 24-hour air patrols 
whining overhead. Only in the 
closing months was the “combat 
zone” designation lifted. 

After Pearl Harbor, the island- 
ers quietly buried their dead in the 
raw earth of Nuuanu Valley, then 
dug slit trenches and bomb shelt- 
ers in parks and playgrounds. 
They sandbagged schools, theaters 
auditoriums, and_é strung

A total of 160,000 of the islanders 
are of Japanese descent—about one 
man in three—yet both Edgar 
Hoover, chief of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, and former 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stim- 
son have stated that not a single 
act of sabotage by Japanese was 
commited or even attempted in 
Hawaii. In fact, it was two Jap- 
anese-Americans who on Dec. 7 
captured the operator of a one- 
man enemy submarine.

For every girl in Honolulu there 
were 300 men.

“a grand total of four hours of 
dull conversation.” 

Flush service men queued up for 
food and drink in Honolulu’s 138 
bars.

The Army finally threw 
an eviction order at the three- 
block chain of authorized brothels. 
The outraged operators, standing 
on their “constitutional rights,” 
picketed police headquarters, but 
to no avail. 

In the King Street shopping 
district, business was so good that 
Honolulu’s annual income boomed 
from 20 million dollars a’ year to

East 
captured the king, cashed the club 
queen, and then led a third round 
of the suit, his sound idea being 
to force dummy to trump with a 
heart honor. 


After ruffing with the hearf 
king, declarer cashed the heart 
ace, and when he saw West play 
the jack, he was quite willing 
to believe that the rest of the 
hearts were in East’s hand. The 
danger, of course, lay in _ put- 
ting down the queen of hearts and 
thus establishing both the ten and 
nine for East, but South did not 
fall for this trap. He led the dia- 
mond queen from dummy, smoth- 
ered East's king, then led the dia- 
mond deuce to the jack. Now 
when he led the diamond nine, 
East correctly refused to ruff in, 
choosing instead to discard a 
spade, but this did not throw the 
declarer of the track, Appreciat- 
ing the necessity for shortening 
himself in trumps, he ruffed the 
diamond nine, then led the spade 
eight to the ace. 


The next play was a good dia- 
mond from dummy, and again 
East refused to jeopardize his 
trumps, this time discarding a 
club. If he had ruffed, dealarer 
simply would have over-ruffed, 
and in that way would easily have 
held East to one trump trick. 
When East discarded, South threw 
off the spade king, and this, of 
course, left the play in dummy. 
Another diamond was lied, and 
when East discarded his last club, 
delarer ruffed with the heart six. 

At this point declarer was down 
to the Q-7-8 of trumps, and €aet 
had the 10-9-5.

They believe that the 
United Nations is an instrument 
through which we work for peace. 
That is what all the people of the 
world have been Jed _to believe. 

Yesterday I was asked whether 
the Marshall plan, if it had been 
suggested by the U.N., would have 
inspired less fear on the part of 
Russia. I hardly think so, since 
it is quite evident to any ‘nation 
that if the people of Europe are 
to get together and take stock of 
what their resources and their 
needs for rehabilitation are, they 
must look to the United States and 
Latin America for help, Realisti- 
cally, therefore, any real plan 
must be one in which the United 
States has the most important role 
to play. It is vital, however, that 
the U.N. be acquainted with every 
step that ig taken, and that our 
actions must always be in accord 
with U.N. interests.
